For two hours and fifteen minutes Dr. 
Loren J. Wilder Grilled and cut away at the 
patient’s head in the operating room at the 
Robert Burns hogpital, 3807 Washington 
boulevard. Then the piece of Done was re- 
placed, the ecalp sewed together, and at 6:30 
o'clock “Kisnmel” came out of the anms- 
thetic.

Story Stranger than Fiction, 

* Kimmel's” story is one of the strangest 
of modern times. 

Out of the penitentiary at Auburn, N. T., 
came Andrew J. White on Sept. 19, 1911. He 
eaid he was the Kimmel who disappeared in 
1808 from Arkansas City, Ark., where he was 
cashier in tile uncle’s bank. He went at once 
to Nites. 

Kimmel mother and sister denied him 
after repeated tests. Residents of the town 
were divided over the question of the man’s

$25,000 Life Insurance at Stake. 


The bank at Arkansas City failed. Kim- 
mel’s uncle was charged with embeazie¢ment. 
Kimmel was an important witness against 
him at the time he disappeared. The New 
York Life Insurance company spent $10,000 
in trying to locate the man. There is a 
$25,000 policy on his life which the mother 
and sister are trying to collect. 

The ex-convict came to Chicago a few 
weeks ago. He told his story to Dr. Wilder. 
He insisted he was Kimmel. He said that 
ever since he was hurt in St. Louis it had 
been Rard for him to remember things that 
occurred previous to that time. 

Dr. Wilder made an X ray examination of 
the man’s head. It revealed a bone pressure 
at the base of the skull. “ Kimmel” wa 
informed ot the serious nature of the opera- 
tion. He was told he might not recover, 

“]’d rather be dead than the way lan.“ 
he replied. “I am willing to undergo atiy- 
thing to convince my friends I am Kimmel.” 


How the Surgeons Worked. 

That is how Kimmel came to Robert 
Burns hospital yesterday. Dr. Wilder was 
assisted by Dr. A. N. Moore, Dr. C. M. Pad- 
den arose from a sick bed to administer the 
ansesthetic. After Kimmel” became un- 
conscious his head was shaved. The fret in- 
cision was made at 2:15 0’clock. Dr. Wilder 
sQught entrance to the man’s skull just as a 
crackaman would try to cut out the lock on a 
safe door. He took a three-sixteenths drill, 
driven by electricity, and bored a hole inte 
the skull. He bored carefully—a Mttle at a 
time—for fear the drill might go through 
and penetrate the brain. Then he took a 
larger drill and rounded out the hole. In all 
he bored ten of these holes, forming a rough 
oval about two and a half inches long and 
an inch and three-quarters wide. 

The spaces between the holes were cut with 
nippers or with a round wire saw. Aftertwo 
hours of patient, delicate work the section of 
skull was ready to be lifted. Dr. Wilder 
pried it upward and found the duramater, 
the membrane which incloses the brain, was 
fastened to the bone. It had to be cut away. 


Pressure Upon Brain Revealed. 


This, was ample proof that there had been 
a fracture of the sicull and that there was 
pressure against the brain. The bone was 
lifted. There was an exultant “ Ah” from 
the surgeons when it revealed small ridges 
of bone on the inside Where the fracture had 
healed. Dr. Wilder ground these ridges 
away, reset the piece into the skull, and the 
operation Was over. 

“The pressure was upon that part of the 
brain which would affect the memory,“ said 
Dr. Wilder after the operation. ““ A dog in- 
jured the Way ‘ Kimmel’ was might see a 
bone and recognize it, but would not know 
enough to éatit. ‘Kimmel’ could remember 
faces and names of some friends, but could 
not recall his aseociatione with then.“

Harrisburg, Pa., May 1.—The Republican 
state convention, under the leadership of 
former State Senator William Flinn of Pitts- 
burgh, today wrested control of the party 
machinery from United States Senator Boies 
Penrose.

BABY’S CHANCE IMPROVED. 
OFFMAN, statistician of the Pru- 
dential Life, is of the opinion that 
the lowering of total death rates 
ig due to improvement of conditions 
among children, because, among 
adults, the increase in cancer, Bright's 
disease, and heart disease is offsetting the 
improvement in typhoid, consumption, and 
smalipox.

HUMAN INTEREST LETTPR. 

Dr. W. A. Evans: I am much interested 
in your articles on insanity in THe SunDaY 
TRIBUNE. I have been here nearly three 
years and am staying a long time on ac- 
count of my daughter being here. Nine- 
tenths of the patients I have met are Ger- 
mans or speak the Gérman language, a few 
Swedes, and Russian Jews. 

I came in contact with young girls who 
had worked in Brooklyn or New York early 
and late, not taking time to eat enough to 
nourish them. They either are forced to 
earn money to support the family or them- 
selves, traveling long distances on trains, 
some taking work home and working until 
she fell asleep in her chair and did not 
awake until time to start for her place of 
business again, working at dresses that 
brought a thousand dollars. 

In the case of my daughter, she attended 
school all her life and was told that she 
would be obliged to teach. She hated the 
thought of teaching, She traveled to New 
York Normal from twenty-five miles out 
on ‘Long island, without proper clothes or 
time to eat. She taught three years in spite 
of the fact that she had Bright's disease, 
contracted by going one winter with her 
summer clothes, her father not being satis- 
fled until she would become à teacher of 
languages.

I 
do not think that milky, bubbly water, when due 
to air, need occasion alarm.

There afe other claimants to the title, and 
although the committee has not decided in 
favor of any one of them as yet, the hint has 
been dropped that R. B. Allardyce comes 
thé nearest of the three to proving his case. 
One of the reasons of the committee for 
withholding any decision is that, were the 


earldom to be called out of abeyance, it 


would of course constitute a virtual ac- 
knowledgment that the bearer of the honor 
was the rightful heir to the throne of Great 
Britain. 

Naturally, the point is merely an academic 
one, for the sö-called act of settlement (or 
succession) of 1701 gave the crown to the 
Hanoverian house of Guelph in preference to 
lens remote kinefolk of the Stuart kings. 
The first of these Stuart monarchs was 
Robert II. of Scotland. who married a girl 
of the name of Elizabeth Mure of Rowallah. 
He had no children by her after his mar- 
riage, but there were no less than eight 
born previously to the ceremony. 

At no time previous to the reformation 
would such a marriage, even with a papa! 
dispensation, have been held by the law of 
Scotland to legitimatize the birth of offspring 
previously born. Yet it is from these illegiti- 
mate children of King Robert II. of Scotland 
and of Elizabeth Mure of Rowallan that 
all the Stuarts and Guelplis who have since 
reigned in Scotland and Great Britain are 
descended. 

King Robert's second marriage, with the 
widowed Countess of Moycey, was free from 
any kind of reproach, and David, Earl of 
Strathearn and Meritéith, was the lawful 
issue thereof. 

Before dying King Robert executed a set- 


tiement entailing the crown of Scotland on 


the sone of both his wives, according to 
priority, and their heirs male, just as though 
they had all been born of one mother ang 
that mother his lawful oensort.

In 1000 there were 1,395 printing and pub - 
lishing establishments in Chicago and 2,608 
in the whole state. In Chicago there were 
88,489 persons engaged in the industry, of 
which 10,048 were salaried employés and 
22,826 wage earners. The value of the prod- 
uct was $74,211.000. In the whole state 43,074 
persons were employed and the total value of 
product was $87,247,000. 

Next to printing offices there were more 
bakeries in Chicago and rest of the state than 
any other industry. The number in Chicago 
was 1,177, with 8,842 persons employed and a 
total product value of $26,906,000. In the 
whole state there were 2,009 establishments 
and 12,566 employés, the total product value 
being $86,118,000. 

Third in number of establishments come to- 
bacco manufactures. In Chicago there were 
1,050 with 6,738 employés and a product value 
of $16,683,000. For the state there were 10,707 
workers in 1,044 establishments turning out a 
product valued at $21,870,000. 

In the 678 men's clothing manufacturing 
establishments in Chicago there were 38,370 
workers, the total product value being $85,- 
296,000. In 1899 there were 905 establish- 
ments, There were 204 plants making wom- 
en's clothing as compared with 151 ten years 
before. In the state at large there were 716 
men's and 221 women’s clothing manufactur- 
ing establishments. 

Next to the clothing business in number of 
persons engaged come foundries and ma- 
chine shops, of which there were 669 in Chi- 
cago, with 36,868 workers turning out a prod- 
uct valued at $89,669,000. In the whole state 
there were 1,178 establishments, with 61,308 
employés, and a product valued at $138,- 
* 000.
